S«  Dak.  *  Jan.  14,  1934)  and  India  Si'ioam  Rogers  (  who  was  born  in  County, 

Va© ,  March  16,  1854)*  This  compilation  of  their  ancestry  (and  that  of  my  wife, 
£nm a  JDlizaboth  Eidd)  :'.o  temporary  and  tentative,  made  to  facilitate  study,  and 
is  not  to  be  quoted  as  authority.  Although  I  do  not  fully  agree  with  the  Rt, 
Hon,  Lord  Raglan,  President  of  the  Section  on  Anthropology,  made  before  the 
British  Association  for  trio  Advancement  of  Science,  on  HWhat  Is  Tradition?”  yet 
I  know  that  there  is  much  truth  in  it.

nThere  are  in  this  country  many  families  vho&e  ’traditions*  take  them  back 
to  the  time  of  the  Dorman  Conquest,  when  their  ancestors  are  alleged  to  have 
distinguished  themselves  either  on  the  sido  of  the  Dormans  or  of  the  Saxons,  It 
can  bo  said  without  fear  of  contradiction  from  those  who  have  studied  tho  sub¬ 
ject  that  not  ono  of  those  is  a  genuine  tradition.  All  are  the  work  of  pedigree 
fakers,  who  have  flourished  from  very  early  times,  and  there  is  not  a  word  of 
truth  in  any  of  them*  Do  English  family  can  trace  a  genuine  descent  to  the 
Saxons,  and  though  there  are  a  few  families  with  a  genuine  Dorman  descent,  this 
in  no  case  goes  as  far  back  as  the  eleventh  century*1'

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I  seek  information  concerning  ray  great  grandfather,  Samuel  Rogers,  who  hod  at 
least  two  l  -‘others,  Gilbert  and  Thomas*  I  know  nothing  about  Thomas  except  descend¬ 
ants  of  Samuel  and  Gilbert  say  he  stayed  behind  when  his  brothers  went,  to  Southwest 
Virginia,  perhaps  about  1820  to  1825*  A  grandson  of  Gilbert  believes  the  brothers 
wore  frea  eastern  Virginia  county,  or  near  thero. 

Samuel  and  Gilbert  woro  both  cabinet  makers,  Samuel  came  to  Smyth  County  and  it 
is  said  that  while  making  furniture  for  John  Campbell,  Kich  Valley,  he  cane  to  know 
John’s  daughter,  Clarinda,  whom  he  married  probe  abt„  1825*  It  is  said  that  for  a 
tine  they  lived  in  Buncombe  County,  N.  Car*  Army  records  indicate  their  son,  Charles 
CeddiDg,  was  b.  in  that  stato.

gx avl^v k;,d  Wc "  t  rciht ,  served  ir tv'o  r'vny  only  a  short  tine  and  was  a  school  man  for 
tho  rest  of  hie  life,  except  while  an  officer  in  the  Confederate  army*  This  man’s 
son,  Charles  C*  Rogers,  gradu.it cd  Annapolis  and  became  Hoar  Admiral  in  tho  U*S«  Navy. 
His  son,  in  turn,  was  an  Annapolis  graduate  but  d*  young* 

Aside  from  names,  which  may  have  come  significance,  that  is  about  all  I  know  posi* 
tively.

A  grand daughter  of  Gilbert  says  her  father  told  her  that  the  father  of  Samuel,

A  dau*  of  Gilbert  is  said  to  have  ^.tlierod  much  family  information,  which  was 
all  loot  later*  But  her  nephew  says  fhe  told  him  the  family  Y/as  from  Edinburgh  and 
he  is  quite  sure  tho  descent  is  from  Giles  Rogers,  tho  immigrant  mentioned  later 
herein. 


Various  grandchildren  of  Gilbert  tell  of  a  first  cousin  of  their  parents,  named 
G'Jdding  Rogers,  who  was  a  missionary  in  the  Indian  Territory  long  ago,  whoso  brothers 
also  cane  there.  This  could  not  have  been  a  son  of  either  Samuel  or  Gilbert*  So  if
